in an easterly and northeasterly direction along the center line of the 
Fort River a distance of 280 feet, more or less, to a point at the south- 
easterly corner of Parcel 6 as shown on said plan; thence N.81° 21’ 
55’’ W. along the southerly line of Parcel 6 as shown on said plan a dis- 
tance of 588.10 feet to a fence corner which marks the southwesterly cor- 
ner of Parcel 6 as shown on said plan; thence N. 16° 57’ 29”’ E. along the 
westerly line of Parcel 6 and a portion of the westerly line of Parcel 1 as 
shown on said plan a distance of 457.23 feet to three iron pipes which 
mark the southeasterly corner of Parcel 4 as shown on said plan; thence 
N. 65° 34’ 47’’ W. along the southerly line of Parcel 4 and the south- 
erly line of land shown as belonging to Milton S. Mayer and Jane S. 
Mayer a distance of 218.39 feet to an iron pin at the point of beginning. 

The right of the grantees to use the above-described parcel for agri- 
cultural and recreational purposes shall be subject to the approval of the 

Water Commissioners of the Town of Hadley. 

Together with the right to pass and repass, with or without vehicles 
over the access road along the the northwesterly boundary of Parcel 1 as 
shown on said plan from Route 47 to Parcel 3 as shown on said plan, and 
across Parcel 3 to the land of the grantees.

Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to accept and expend any 
sums available under Chapter 481, Chapter 90 type money, and to author- 
ize the Selectmen to enter into contracts with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Department of Public Works, under Chapter 481, and to 
meet said appropriations and authorize the Treasurer to borrow said 
sums in anticipation of reimbursement from the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley: 


The finance committee is primarily responsible for examining the 
budget and reporting its recommendations to town meeting. Members 
meet with department heads, and examine equipment and work per- 
formance. The town meeting depends on the finance committee for data 
and knowledgeable recommendations since it is generally too large and 
unorganized to perform this investigation function. 


The finance committee is also given control of the town reserve fund 
which is set up to provide for extraordinary or unseen expenditures. 
This saves time and expense of calling a special meeting for small needs. 
The committee has broad discretion in allowing transfers from this fund. 
Transfers can be only used for the purpose earmarked and cannot be 
transferred back to the fund. 


The finance committee usually has more time to examine budgets 
and has fewer distractions than the policy-making boards. Its members 
usually see themselves as more objective and nonpolitical than the se- 
lectmen or school committee members. By keeping a close supervision 
over the budgets, they can act as a deterrent to sloppy management or 
budget padding. Since the finance committee is not well publicized, its 
members usually feel few political pressures common to other boards. 
More than the other boards, the finance committee’s power is largely 
dependent on its ability to persuade others, especially town meeting. 
The duties of the finance committees vary from town to town, but the 
central theme remains the same; it is the responsibility of the finance 
committee to acquaint themselves with the powers, responsibilities, and 
duties of other departments and boards before attempting to negotiate 
specific budget items. With this approach, we can aid not only in better 
relationships, but in heightened accomplishments.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY AND WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Despite rising costs due to severe inflation the Highway and Water 
Department found 1979 to be a productive year. With the addition of our 
new loader, much work was undertaken and completed. 


Due to increased housing construction, drainage has become a seri- 
ous problem. Money from the General Highway and Chap. 497 accounts 
was used to try to correct some or these problems. Work was done on 
Huntington Road and Stockwell Road to try to alleviate or at least reduce 
the amount of ice accumulation on the roadway. A new catch basin was 
constructed at the North end of West Street to eliminate the water prob- 
lem in that area. Many cross pipes were replaced with new and larger 
ones. In furthering our effort to reduce the drainage problem, all the 
catch basins in town were cleaned. This work was done by a private con- 
cern because the Highway Department lacked the necessary equipment. 
In addition, many of the town’s numerous ditches were dug. This was 
done with town equipment where accessible. 


Snow and ice removal, and regular roadway maintenance were com- 
pleted under these same accounts. 


The Highway Department has also eliminated the dangerous curve 
on Spruce Hill Road. This will provide safer travel for the townspeople 
and the school bus. 


Using the sidewalk account a section of sidewalk 1200 feet long on 
West Street was resurfaced. 


The Highway Department has put considerable time and manpower 
in the bridge accounts. With time and money expended the Mt. Warner 
Road bridge received a refacing. More on this bridge is scheduled for the 
spring. In addition, headwalls on Knightly Road, River Drive, South 
Maple Street and Mill Valley Road were reinforced to prevent further 
erosion. 


in the Forestry and Dutch Elm accounts, one hundred twenty young 
maples were dug. Most of these were planted along tree beits to replace 
the diseased Dutch Elm that had to be removed. The remaining were 
delivered to the townspeople upon request. In addition, trimming and 
pruning was carried out. This work was done by town personnel and 
equipment where accessible. Private concerns were used when the de- 
partment lacked the equipment. 


Chapter 90 Construction money was used to reconstruct and widen 
a section of Bay Road from Middle Street to East Street. A finish coat 
of blacktop was then applied. 


During the past year the Highway Department often found itself 
performing certain tasks for the landfill operation and the Sewer Depart- 
ment. Work in the landfill was done by this department when the town 
was compelled to complete certain landfill requirements. In the Sewer 
Department, work requiring immediate attention was performed. 
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The Water Department has performed the regular maintenance of 
pumping stations, water pumps, water mains and fire hydrants. Repair 
work has given top priority whenever the situation arose. It was recorded 
that in the past year the amount of water delivered to the customers’ 
faucets was 259,202,000 gallons. 


The department installed 16 new service connections, with an add- 
itional 15 installed on new subdivisions by private contractors. These 
were subject to the inspection and approval of the Water Department. 
Three damaged hydrants were repaired and an additional two were re- 
placed by town personnel. 


The town’s old reservoirs were also included in the Water Depart- 
ment’s maintenance schedule. Work was completed on the Bay Road 
reservoirs’ spillways and headwalls. The earthern dams were cleared of 
brush on Bay Road as well as Parker reservoir. 


The Water Department would like to pay tribute to the late James 
Searle who passed away last March. With his knowledge and coopera- 
tion, our task of operating the Water Department was made a little 
easier. 


In closing we would like to express our sincere thanks to all those 
involved with this department. Without their cooperation our level of 
service could not have remained so high.

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REPORT OF THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The major concern of the Board of Sewer Commissioners during the 
past year has been the completion of the North Hadley sewer construc- 
tion contracts. All three contracts were essentially completed by the first 
of December and the system was operable at that time. The board ur- 
gently requests all residents on River Drive, French Street, Meadow St., 
Knightly Road & Stockbridge Street to connect to the system as soon as 
practical. 


Operation of the wastewater treatment plant has been beset with 
numerous problems principally caused by the discharge of septic wastes 
and greases from the many food handlers served by the system. While it 
has not been possible to positively trace the source of these discharges, a 
program of monitoring the probable offenders was instituted. However 
sludge handling and disposal operations were overtaxed by the presence 
of these discharges and necessitated extensive monitoring and testing of 
the influent to prevent an undesirable effluent being discharged to the 
receiving stream. 


At the time of this writing no response has been received from either 
state or federal agencies to the application for grants to study the needed 
upgrading and or expansion of the treatment facilities. The Board will 
continue to press for action on this application and subsequent future 
actions in this regard. 


The general aging of the original installations, the recent expansion 
of the system including three pump stations, the stringent requirements 
of the discharge permit with laboratory and testing work involved, the 
increased flow being received at the treatment plant, the increase, the 
quantity of sludge and the inflated costs of electricity, fuel and chemicals 
all have contributed to escalating costs of operation and maintenance of 
the sewer system, and the workload of the present operators. The Board 
anticipates that additional personnel will be required in the near future 
and has been exploring the possibilities of cooperation with other Town 
departments in this respect. It also anticipates that an increase in sewer 
use charges will have to be made in the coming year. 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation to all townspeople, 
officials and employees who have so generously assisted it in the past 
year, and especially to Raymond D. Shipman who is retiring after more 
than sixteen years of dedicated service on this Commission.

I herewith submit my fifth annual report as Chief of Police of the 
Town of Hadley for 1979. 


COMMUNITY PARTICIPATION 


We made our annual visit to the Kindergarten class in Hooker School 
during October. This visit enables our children to become more familiar 
with police equipment and the function of the Police Department. 


Our officers also participated in the Driver Education program at 
Hopkins Academy. Instruction was given on safe driving procedure, 
demonstration of radar and the use and operation of the breathalyzer 
tests. 


We assisted local merchants with the shoplifting problems by giving 
them an opportunity to meet and discuss some of these concerns with our 
department. These meetings took place at their place of business. 


Highway Safety 


In February of 1979, patrols were increased to 24 hours per day. 
These increased patrols were necessary due to town growth, increase in 
traffic and a general concern for the protection of all citizens. 


At our request, the highway department erected signs at the inter- 
section of Stockbridge and Roosevelt Streets. 


Our radar set continues to remain in use in our attempt to slow traf- 
fic in residential areas. 


Equipment 


We did not purchase any new major equipment in 1979. However 
we were in need of major parts for two of our cruisers. These parts were 
donated to the town by Hadley Motor Sales at no cost. We are grateful 
for their contributions of expensive parts which help to reduce the total 
cost to the town.

This year ! wish to deviate a little from the usual yearly report of the 
Town Clerk with an addendum. I was appointed as Temporary Town 
Clerk on March 6, 1979, by the Board of Selectmen to replace Amelia 
Pekala who retired after many years of dedicated service to the Town. 
Since taking office, with the help of Bernice Wanczyk, we have reorgan- 
ized, made changes and instituted new systems in the office. 


After checking with and visiting various towns, we have started an 
index card file system for births, deaths and marriages which we feel will 
be a savings in both time and money for the town. With the former sy- 
stem all vital statistics were recorded in large record books which are 
bulky and difficult to handle and deteriorate rapidly because of the con- 
stantly handling of them. With the former system also, all vital statistics 
had to be entered into a separate index book. With the new system we 
eliminated the need for index book as all vital statistics are now filed 
alphabetically. The same has been done for Town Meeting records. 
Starting with the year 1962, we have indexed every article that has been 
voted on and the action taken at every special or annual Town Meeting. 
These are also filed alphabetically by subject matter. 

Working with the Selectmen and Police Chief, Adolph Pipczynski, 
we attempted to bring our records up to date. Dogs licensed last year 
totaled 433 dogs. This year’s total was 613 dogs, an increase of 180 dogs. 
For those who can not get to my office which is open from 9:00 a.m. to 
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4:30 p.m., Monday through Friday, I will be more than happy to license 
your dog by mail. Please include the following information: owner’s 
name and address, name, breed, age, gender of dog and proof of rabies 
shot and the proper fee. Please also include a self-addressed stamped 
envelope. 


Part of the reorganization involved the cleaning of the vault in which 
are stored the town’s permanent records. I wish to take this opportunity 
to thank the various town departments and my family for their assistance 
and for bearing with me during this project which took six months to 
complete. 


During this project I came upon some old maps and records dating 
back to 1747 and into the early 1800’s which are badly in need of restora- 
tion and preservation. As I am a novice at this I have asked for the assis- 
tance and expertise of the Historical Commission and they have been a 
tremendous help to me. They are investigating various avenues of restor- 
ing, copying and preserving these irreplacable records before they are 
lost. 


Working with the Cemetery Committee we now have an index card 
file for the Olde Hadley, Hockanum and Plainville Cemeteries. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Harrop, Mrs. Lloyd Bristol and Mrs. Donald Laprade’s typing 
class all donated their services assisting me to start this record keeping 
system. Hopefully in the future we will be able to include the other two 
town cemeteries with these records. 


As you can see, in addition to the daily town business, it has been a 
busy but rewarding year for the Town Clerk’s office.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This is the report of the Hadley Council on Aging to the citizens 
of the Hadley. 


Every week we have two shopping days. Tuesday, we have a school 
bus that takes the Senior Citizens to the Campus Plaza. On Thursday, 
the bus goes to the Mt. Farms Mall. If you would like to take the bus on 
either one of these days, you will have to notify the office so arrange- 
ments can be made with the bus driver. 


The Highland Valley Elder Services Nutrition Program serves a hot 
lunch every day. This meal is served at the Community Hall at Golden 
Court, at 12:00 noon. There are about forty-five Seniors who receive 
this service. All Seniors may attend these luncheons by getting a num- 
ber from Highland Valley Elder Services or call the office and arrange- 
ments will be made for you. A donation of 75 cents is asked. 


On every Wednesday afternoon we play Bingo at Golden Court 
Community Hall. Come join in the fun. 


Every Monday afternoon Arts & Crafts, Sewing and Quilting are 
done by the women. Fridays we held a class in Sculptured Lamp Shades 
and Smocking. These classes were held at Golden Court from 1:00 p.m. 
to 3:00 p.m. 


The Board of Health in cooperation with the Council on Aging held 
a successful Flu Clinic. Dr. Von Trapp administered the shots. Many 
Senior Citizens attended the clinic. 


Blood Pressure Clinics are held on the first Friday of each month 
at the Community Hall from 1:00 p.m. to 3:00 p.m. About 525 Seniors 
took advantage of this service this past year. The Clinic is free to any 
Hadley Senior Citizen. At this time, we would like to thank the nurses 
that took pressures: Joan Swartz, Sophie Filkoski, Mary Ann Chuzik, 
Christina Sackett, Norma Ritter and Audrey Wilga. They volunteered 
many free hours to make these Clinics successful. 


The Council on Aging did receive a Grant from the Department 
of Elder Affairs which will enable us to give a stipend to the nurses for 
their services from now on. This Grant also allows us to have a part-time 
clerk to cover the office when the Coordinator is out. 


We still have our Senior Aide from Highland Valley Elder Services. 
She takes Seniors to the Doctors, Dentists or any Hospital appointments. 
Many thanks go to Michael Pewatka for all the numerous volunteered 
hours he devoted to the Council when our Senior Aide was out sick. This 
year we made 190 medical trips. 


Senior discount cards are available at the office which can be picked 
up every day of the week. This year seventy-seven cards were issued. 
When you reach your 60th birthday come to the office and pick up your 
Senior Citizen Discount Card. 


The Year of 1979 was a busy year for our Senior Citizens. The fol- 
lowing activities were held: 
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February 2. We traveled to see ‘‘Music Man’’ at the Coachlight 
Dinner Theatre, East Windsor, Ct. 


March 20. We went to the Boston, MA. Flower Show. On our way 
home we stopped at Valley’s Steak House for dinner. 


April 6. The ladies from the Arts & Crafts group had an opportunity 
to show their crafts at the open house that was held at Hopkins Acad- 
emy. We had a very good exhibit of arts and articles that were made by 
the group. 

May 7. The Craft group held it’s last meeting before the summer. 
We went out for lunch at the Jolly Bull. 


May 8. We went to Quincy Market which everyone enjoyed. In the 
afternoon we attended the Dolphin Show at the Acquarium. We also saw 
a show, ‘‘All About Boston.’’ 


May 21. This was the first time that the Seniors of Hadley attended 
the Elderee which was held at the Springfield Civic Center. This fair 
was full of Craft exhibits and many medical services were offered to the 
Seniors. One could have his blood pressure taken, have his blood typed, 
spine examined, take a glacoma test, and many other services. An ex- 
hibit was held by the Police Department about locks and a lecture was 
given on the subject of how one could protect oneself. The entertainment 
was very enjoyable. We heard many singing groups and demonstrations 
on Square and Round dancing. We had a very enjoyable day. 


June 8, 9, 10. We traveled to the Stowe House in Brunswick, Me. 
This was a very delightful 3 day trip. At the Stowe House we had excel- 
lent entertainment and the food was delicious. We had a cruise of Booth 
Bay Harbor. We saw some sea lions basking in the sun. After the cruise 
we all enjoyed the famous lobster bake with loads of steam clams, lob- 
ster, corn on the cob, boiled egg and potato chips. We stopped at Port- 
land, Me. We had lunch and later we shopped at the Port Exchange, 
which is noted for its many small shops. 


July 22. German Alps, Hunter, New York. Although the day was 
hazy, we all had a good time. The Seniors that collect the famous Hum- 
mels had an opportunity to see many hummels and also could purchase 
them if they wished.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
I hereby submit my Annual Report for the year of 1979: 


The Hadley Fire Department answered a total of 109 in town alarms 
and one (1) Mutual Aid call. The following is a list of alarms answered 
in 1979,

During April of 1979 we put in service our 4-wheel drive military 
brush truck, which has been a great service for combatting brush and 
forest fires. 

With the help of Civil Defense Director Sergio Orsini we now 
have two (2) full sets of scuba diving gear and six (6) trained divers and 
have helped a neighboring town this summer for the search of a body 
for one (1) day. 


During 1980 we will be looking into the possibility of converting 
engine 2 the 1967 Ford stationed in North Hadley from a gas motor to 
a diesel. Five (5) years ago we converted engine 1 from gas to diesel 
and results were very successful. 

At this years Town Meeting the Fire Department along with the 
Police Department will be supporting the purchase of land for a future 
Police-Fire-Civil Defense Public Safety Complex. The members feel the 
sight available on East Street would serve the future needs for many 
years to come. 


In closing I would like to express my thanks to all the men who 
responded to fires during the year of 1979.

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REPOKT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


By state law, the Conservation Commission is charged with admin- 
istering for the Town of Hadley both the Agricultural Preservation Re- 
striction Act (Chapter 780 of the Acts of 1977) and the Wetlands Restric- 
tion Act (Chapter 131 - s40A). 


The Agricultural Preservation Restriction Act, with an initial fund- 
ing of $5,000,000 state-wide, provides for the acquisition by the Com- 
monwealth of the ‘‘development rights ”’ to selected agricultural land, 
giving the owner cash for these rights and leaving him with an operating 
farm which is taxed at farm rates and may be passed on to his heirs at 
that value. The aim is to retain farmland in active use, both for its direct 
agricultural value and for its open space and aesthetic value to the 
community. 


The Commission received requests from 13 farmland owners for 
application forms and instructions; however, no formal applications were 
received from Hadley farmland owners. 


The Commission continued its job of working with local landowners 
to interpret the Wetlands Protection Act and encourage the intelligent 
use of wetlands in the Town of Hadley. Countless hours were spent by 
members of the Commission making on-site inspections for possible wet- 
lands violations. Excellent cooperation was received from the Hadley 
Board of Health, the Department of Environmental Quality Engineering, 
and the Connecticut River Watershed Council whenever their assistance 
was necessary. One Cease and Desist Order was issued in August 1979. 


New regulations were being drafted covering minimum standards 
for developed family type camp grounds. These regulations will have a 
bearing on camp sites along th Connecticut River in Hadley. The Com- 
mission will acquaint itself with the regulations in order to detect any 
wetlands violations. 


New regulations from the Department of Environmental Manage- 
ment, covering wetlands, are in the offing. Several hearings have been 
held and more are upcoming. If adopted, these regulations will affect 
large areas in the Town of Hadley. Called the Inland Wetlands Restric- 
tion Act, this 10-year-old law would designate certain wetland or flood 
plain areas as restricted--prohibiting most forms of development on 
them. Concern has been expressed by Hadley residents that this will 
interfere with use of land in the flood plain of the Connecticut River. 


The Commission wishes to express its appreciation to William E. 
Dwyer and Anne Gansis, who have left the Commission. Their interest 
and expertise contributed greatly in helping the Commission carry out 
its responsibilities. 


The Commission welcomed three new members: William E. Tu- 
dryn; Edward G. Waskiewic; and Joseph Zatyrka. Their knowledge of 
the Town of Hadley is an asset to the Commission.

HADLEY HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


Early in 1979 the Town of Hadley received widespread publicity 
about the baluable archeological resources located throughout the town. 
As a result of the project initiated and supervised by Dena F. Dincauze 
of the Department of Anthropology at the University of Massachusetts, 
it was established that the people have been living continuously in Had- 
ley for more than 11,000 years. Her report traces the pre-historic devel- 
opment of plant and human life in Hadley. The Massachusetts Historical 
Commission is the custodian of the report although copies are available 
at the Goodwin Library and the North Hadley Library. 


Extensive work has been done on a master map of Hadley showing 
roads, highways and the locations of all buildings in the town. This map 
will update the material in earlier maps of 1860 and 1873 that contain 
similar information pertaining to the 19th century. This map will be com- 
pleted in mid 1980. 


With the cooperation of many people there are now more than sixty 
houses in Hadley displaying signs denoting the date the house was built. 
George Pratt, shop students at Hopkins Academy and Mary Hitchcock 
who paints the numerals, have all contributed time and talent in prepar- 
ing the attractive signs. Working in conjunction with the Hadley Histori- 
cal Society, Dorothy Russell of the Hadley Historical Commission has 
been doing the research necessary to determine the date the house was 
built. Once the date is established the Society arranges for the sign to be 
painted and sold, for a fee, to the owner of the property. The attractive 
signs are 8’’ x 15’’, have beveled edges, with black numerals and line 
edge on a white background. A house does not have to be old to have a 
dated sign. All town residents interested in obtaining a house sign are 
encouraged to contact either the Hadley Historical Society or the Hadley 
Historical Commission for further information. 


In May, Town Clerk Joanne Devine notified members of the Hadley 
Historical Commission of the need for conservation and preservation of 
valuable town records in the town vault. Consultations with people ex- 
perienced in the preservation of such documents have resulted in an in- 
spection of all vault documents and plans for the treatment and preserva- 
tion of the more valuable ones. Four of these documents are awaiting 
Town Meeting approval for funding for their care and treatment. Other 
documents will be considered for special care at a later time. 
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There will be a special exhibition of the four valuable documents 
and other important Hadley historic documents on Friday, March 14, 
1980, from 4 P.M. to 9 P.M. in the Hopkins Academy Cafetorium. These 
documents include two maps of Hadley on sheepskin, one dates from 
1742 and the other from 1744, a Book of Animal Brands and a book of the 
Five Divisions of Hadley. Other books and maps will also be on display. 


The major duty of the Hadley Historical Commission is the inventory- 
ing of houses in the community. The initial areas being studied and re- 
searched are in the West and Middle Street areas. All these houses not 
previously documented have been photographed by commission member 
John Clough and are awaiting the finished inventories. There is a great 
need for volunteers to help collect information. The Most valuable assis- 
tance can come from the property owner. The members of this commis- 
sion welcome the assistance of all town residents. Contact any member 
of the commission for further information or attend a meeting of the com- 
mission. Regular monthly meetings are held in the Town Hall at 3:30 
P.M. on the third Tuesday of each month except July and August. 


There are gaps in the Historical Material available in Hadley, as is 
true in most communities. It is possible that some town records are 
stored away in attics in private homes, left there by people who held var- 
ious town offices before 1900. It was customary for the secretary or other 
officer to keep the minutes and other related material at home. Each 
resident of Hadley can be of great value to the town if he could find some 
of this material and return it to the Town Clerk. 


The commission members are hopeful that people in the community 
wanting to dispose of any historical material, books, maps, ledgers, ac- 
count books, photographic albums, etc., will first offer the material to 
the commission. The Hadley Historical Commission is very anxious to 
keep Hadley memorabilia in Hadley for use by Hadley residents. 


During 1979 two new members were appointed to the commission 
by the Hadley Selectmen. Mrs. Gladys Kozera and Alexander Kulas 
were appointed to replace Holly Hobbie and Daniel Omasta. Both had 
been valued members of the commission. 


During 1979 commission members attended many local board meet- 
ings at the request of the Selectmen and various town boards. 


The Hadley Historical Commission appreciates the help and support 
it received from Public officials and private individuals during 1979 and 
looks forward to continued good relations in 1980.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To the Hadley Board of Health: 


The following is the report of the Public Health Nurse for the year 
1979. Visits are made for nursing, education for health and preventive 
medicine. Some home visits were made to help people interpret doctor’s 
instructions. Your nurse has acted as an interpreter and resource and 
referral center. This year we have had an increase in the number of 
terminal cases. A great deal of patience, caring, compassion, love and 
understanding is needed to work with the aged. The majority of patients 
visited were over seventy years of age. 


Your nurse goes to your home when you need her, when called 
by the doctor, the hospital or the family. She gives general bedside care, 
such as baths and enemas. She changes surgical dressings and gives 
injections. She gives Pre-natal and Post-natal care. She helps with prob- 
lems involving T.B., Diabetes etc. An important part of the job is to 
give advice and assistance to the ill and their families. 


The nurse’s hours are from 8 a.m. to 12 noon, from Monday through 
Friday. The charge for general nursing care depends on the amount of 
care necessary and the length of time spent. The usual cost is $3.00. 


There is no charge tor a visit to help a new mother with a newborn 
or to visit a T.B. patient. A visit to work out a health problem for a long 
term convalescence or teach a patient to administer his own insulin. 


Your nurse held a Blood Pressure Clinic in September, with forty- 
nine individuals attending. 


In August your nurse was on call for the Day Camp in the school in 
case of sudden illness or accident. 


Influenza Virus vaccine Trivalient Type A & B Lot 5003 G was ad- 
ministered to over one hundred individuals. There were nine under 60 
years of age and ninety-one over 65. Dr. Rupert von Trapp administered 
the shots. Helen Vanasse, R.N. was assisted by Audrey Wiiga, R.N. and 
Sophie Filkowski, L.P.N. Jean Mushenski and Violet Peltz assisted with 
the registration. Twenty doses were given to the school department and 
were administered by Dr. Virginia McDonald, assisted by D. Kelle- 
her, R.N. 


Three hundred eighty-five home visits were made for those confined 
to bed on account of acute or chronic illness, being treatments ordered 
by their family physicians. The record of calls made does not give an 
accurate account of the time expended, nor of the consideration for the 
patients comfort. In addition forty-five calls were made for Pre-natal and 
Post-natal care for newborn babies, for T.B., lice, and health promotion. 
These were of an educational or follow-up nature. Three hundred-seven- 
teen telephone calls were made to your nurse. Three hundred sixty- 
eight dollars in fees were collected and turned in to the Town Treasurer. 


A survey of the number of Polish speaking families or individuals 
who felt more comfortable understanding and speaking Polish were 
made by your nurse for the Public Health Department in Boston.

In my previous report, I have stressed the need for a marking tool to 
mark our Loan Closet equipment. This would make keeping tract of the 
articles less difficult, and also prove the ownership of this equipment. 


Much of our sick room equipment is in need of repairs, paint and 
replacement. The wheel chairs, commodes, beds all need care. The mat- 
tresses are in a sad state and should be replaced. All of these have been 
used constantly and often requests cannot be fulfilled. The need for the 
hospital equipment is broad and varied and comes to the individual 
often so suddenly that he cannot obtain them with great effort and ex- 
pense. This equipment is usually needed for a short time, yet the pur- 
chase or rental of it adds to the burden already imposed by accident or 
illness. One hundred one articles were borrowed from the Loan Closet. 
Any person who is not using the borrowed hospital equipment is asked to 
return them to the Town Hall Loan Closet, as your nurse is doing an in- 
ventory of the Loan Closet. We are especially grateful to the many gen- 
erous groups and individuals who have donated equipment and to the 
citizens who clean and repair the articles and return them in as good or 
better condition than they were received. 


Your nurse attended special classes in Geriatric Nursing and other 
classes designed to help her work with the elderly, and to re-emphasize 
the Family Health Services, to accent the forces within the family unity 
and resources within the community. 


Criticism and suggestions are welcome, which help to protect and 
improve the health of all during the year ahead. We look forward to 
hearing from you for your suggestions, your interest, and participation 
and we thank you for your support.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


In January of 1979 the Hadley School Committee met with the Hop- 
kins Academy Trustee’s Prudential Committee, comprised of Attorney 
Dwyer, Mr. Hibbard and Mr. Kentfield, the Finance Board and mem- 
bers of the Board of Selectmen to discuss the possible purchase of the 
Trustee House. As a result of that meeting and the affirmative vote of 
the Annual Town Meeting, the School Department acquired the prop- 
erty. This past January, the Superintendent, his staff, and the Admin- 
istrator of Special Needs were moved to their residence, known for many 
years as ‘‘The Principal’s Cottage.’’ Also as a result of town meeting 
vote, the school purchased a new school bus and student van. 


In March the Committee welcomed Jim Tudryn aboard and bid Joe 
Cummings farewell. We applaud Mr. Cummings for his years of dedi- 
cated service to our school system and the high values he maintained 
in all his dealings with our Board, the Administrators and the Com- 
munity. 


In April the School Committee became involved in a question of 
legal interpretation of a tenure issue along with other related questions 
of our right to management. We anticipated a Court hearing in early 
August; however, due to alleged conflicts of representation by our school 
attorney, Olaf Larsen, we were directed to hire new attorneys and liter- 
ally start from square one. The School Committee would like nothing 
better to realize a speedy conclusion to our legal entanglements. 


This report would be lacking if we didn’t acknowledge the fact that 
the local press coverage concerning our litigation has been less than 
truthful and grossly inaccurate. Even when we requested the retraction 
of exaggerated findings and just plain irresponsible reporting, it was 
not forthcoming. Our disillusionment with the press is quite obvious. 


In October we were saddened by the untimely death of our Admini- 
strator of Special Needs, Mrs. Mary Avery. She was a cherished friend 
and conscientious employee. If we were to single out just one of her out- 
standing qualities, of which she had many, it would have to be ‘‘dedi- 
cated to kids.”’ 


Our fiscal year is several months along and we are constantly mon- 
itoring expenditures. Our commitment to the completion of a Policy 
Manual continues. Several sections have received School Committee 
adoption and are available for review by any interested citizen of the 
Town. 


Congratulations are in order for the outstanding performance we’ve 
been privileged to this past year by our students and staff who have 
gone above and beyond their normal activities and once again 
proven Hopkins Academy is a competent contender. 


In conclusion, the Committee wishes to express their apprecia- 
tion to the Board of Selectmen, all the town boards and departments 
and the citizens of our community who contribute to the effective opera- 
tion of the Hadley Schools. Thank you.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


This is my eighth annual report to the citizens of Hadley. 
Budget 


The budget cap of 4% was certainly one of the highlights of the year. 
Although we managed to stay within the cap, it caused school programs 
and services to be curtailed. To add to the problems was the energy 
crunch which resulted in sharply increased energy costs. 


Curriculum 


The priority in the curriculum area was to start developing a basic 
skills program for state approval. The curriculum coordinator was 
charged with the initial responsibility for the development of this pro- 
gram which must be implemented in the 1980-1981 school year. 


In addition, a committee was established to make recommendations 
for a comprehensive health program, grades K-12. 


Energy Crunch 


A comprehensive study was made of the energy utilization in all 
school buildings; and a completed report was developed which outlined 
numerous recommendations for conserving energy. Many of the recom- 
mendations were implemented, but costly items (storm windows, insu- 
lation, boiler remodeling) have been included as an article for the an- 
ual town meeting. 


Section 504 


By June of 1980, any architectural barriers preventing access to 
school programs and facilities by handicapped persons must be removed 
from school buildings. A study of what remodeling would be required 
is being studied and cost estimates obtained. An article will be presented 
at the annual town meeting. 


Policy Development 


One of my priorities during this year was to assist the School Com- 
mittee in the development of a Policy Manual. Excellent progress was 
made with several sections officially approved by the School Committee. 
About another year of work will be required to complete the manual. 


Personnel 


There were some personnel problems which were given extensive 
newspaper coverage, and since court cases are pending, it is best to say 
little about them. 
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During the year, Mary Avery, Administrator of Special Needs, 
passed away. She was an outstanding and dedicated administrator who 
will be missed by all. 


Predictions 


The year 1980 will not be an easy one. Implementing costly energy 
conservation efforts, a basic skills program, and rehabilitating school 
buildings will be very time consuming and costly. 

In addition, the budget will be very tight because it is about im- 
possible, due to inflation and shortages, to even give reasonable esti- 
mates for many costs. The fact is that it will be a very difficult year 
financially. 

I sincerely believe, however, that the citizens recognize the diffi- 
culties the schools face and will provide the needed support. 

Many thanks go to the town officials, parents, taxpayers, and parti- 
cularly the School Committee and entire school staff who have all con- 
tributed so much to supporting the schools.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
Dear Dr. Fusco: 


The following constitutes my tenth annual report of the Hadley 
Elementary Schools. 


Total enrollment, as of October 1, 1979, for Grades K-6 was 372, 
reflecting a gain of 31 pupils from the previous year. Breakdown, by 
school, is as follows: 


Hooker School Russell School 
Kindergarten 64 Grade five 47

Over 60% of the enrollment increase was absorbed by the kinder- 
garten classes. Since State Department of Education regulations require 
that class size for kindergartens not exceed an average of 25, the School 
Committee applied for, and received, a waiver of the regulation for 
the 1979-80 school year. 


Due to the larger class sizes in kindergarten, grade four, and grade six, 
the School Committee authorized two full-time instructional aides for 
the kindergarten, one for the fourth grade, and one for the sixth grade. 
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In the past, elementary art was taught to grades K-4 by a part-time 
art teacher. Grades five and six were taught by the high school art tea- 
cher. This year, however, art in grades K-6 is being taught by the ele- 
mentary art teacher. This change was necessitated, due to increased 
scheduling commitments of the high school art teacher. 


Crossgrading was implemented last year in grades one, two, five 
and six. Reading in grades one and two; language arts and math in 
grades five and six. It was further expanded to include reading and math 
in grades one and two, math in grades three and four, and in all aca- 
demic subjects for grades five and six. 


In the fifth and sixth grades, crossgrading reduces the number of 
individual subject preparations that each teacher would normally be re- 
quired to make in a traditional self-contained classroom, where the tea- 
cher would usually teach all academic subjects. In the present situation, 
each teacher has students of the fifth or sixth grade in a limited number 
of subjects, thereby reducing the number of preparations required and 
enabling the individual teacher to be more effective in their areas of 
responsibility. 


In the past, our Federal Title I program application was submitted 
annually each spring for the following fiscal year. However, effective 
with the fiscal year 1981 application, it will be submitted for a three 
year period and amended for each of the two intervening years. As part 
of the application, we must conduct a needs assessment in the spring 
of 1980. The educational needs assessment must focus on the basic skills 
needs (reading/language arts, or mathematics) in the identified target 
area. 


Our current Title I program services pupils in grades 2-6 and em- 
ploys two assistant teachers, one full-time and one half-time. For the 
past two years, the program has concentrated in improving the com- 
petency skills of students in reading and mathematics. 


Through the efforts of the elementary faculty, with input from par- 
ents in the form of a questionnaire, a homework policy was developed 
and forwarded to the School Committee for their consideration. In addi- 
tion to drafting a homework policy, two faculty committees were formed, 
a Progress Report Committee and a Handbook Committee. These com- 
mittees are presently reviewing the progress reports and the handbook 
which are currently being used with a view toward revising them to in- 
clude current information in the handbook and providing parents with 
a progress report which will be more indicative of the pupil’s progress 
both academically and socially, while giving the parent a more under- 
standable instrument. 


Open house was held on two occasions during the first half of the 
1979-80 school year. The first in the later part of September, in coopera- 
tion with the C.I.E. (Citizens In Education). The evening program was 
held in two sessions in order to allow parents to visit more than one 
classroom. Teachers explained their goals for the school year, what 
materials would be used, and how they planned on implementing their 
goals. The second open house was held during American Education 
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week in mid-November, the program being based on a nutrition theme. 
The various grade levels selected a country and prepared related foods 
which were served in both the Hooker School cafeteria and the Russell 
School resource room. The program appeared to be an overwhelming 
success. 


During the last week in November, the end of the first marking 
period, the elementary schools were closed for three half-days for the 
annual parent/teacher conferences. Parents were requested to sign up 
for conference time during the November open house. In addition, no- 
tices were sent to all parents advising them of the scheduled conference 
time. Special subject teachers were also scheduled for the conferences 
to provide input with the parent and classroom teacher. 


Several plant facility improvements and repairs were made during 
the past year. Others are planned and will be made during the subse- 
quent school year. 


Consistent with energy use considerations, a new automatic thermo- 
stat, with a set-back provision, was installed in the Russell School prior 
to the heating season. As suggested by the State Department of Educa- 
tion, both elementary schools are now heated to approximately 68° F 
during the regular school day. In the evening, the temperature is set 
back to 55° F when the outside temperature is predicted to be above 
20° F. Set back is raised to 60° F when the outside temperature is 
predicted to go below 20° F. The Massachusetts Office of Energy sug- 
gests that evening set-back may be reduced to as low as 50° F. Many 
thermostats in use, however, are not able to go below 55-60° F., due to 
their design. 


The hot water storage tank in the Old Gym developed severe leaks 
during the summer and could not be effectively repaired. A new tank, 
with less capacity, was installed. The tank with lower capacity was in- 
stalled as the hot water demand is not nearly as great, since the new 
gym was added to Hopkins Academy. Fuel usage, of course, is also re- 
duced because of the lower capacity. 


The tankless hot water heater at Hooker School, which was in ser- 
vice for many years, had been developing problems of very low water 
flow and pressure, due to liming of the system. Although it had been 
mechanically and chemically cleaned in the past, the problem became 
increasingly acute to require it’s replacement recently. Since its install- 
ation, pressure and flow have returned to normal at all faucets. 


In closing, I wish to thank the many individuals who have extended 
their cooperation during the past year.

I herewith submit my report for the year 1979 as librarian of the 
North Hadley Branch of the Goodwin Memorial Library. 


The North Hadley Library, serving townspeople of the northern sec- 
tion of the town, has obtained 60 new books this year, 20 for juvenile 
readers and 40 for young adults and adults. Six three-record albums 
have also been added to the collection of records of several types of 
music. Records are borrowed like books for a period of two weeks. The 
circulation has totalled 1947 for the year. The Bookmobile continues to 
bring a great variety of excellent reading material for added enjoyment 
of the readers and Interlibrary Loan services have also been utilized to 
obtain specially requested books. 


There have been donations from local people of 160 used books, 
both paperback and hard-covered. The donors include Helen Nash, 
Helen Kentfield, Matthew Freeman, Marie Ansaldo, Patrick Kroll, Leon 
and Stasia Kushi, and Forty Acres. Their gifts are greatly appreciated. 


Mrs. Miriam Pratt has completed her twenty-fifth year as librarian. 
Assistant librarian is Justina Kielec, with assistance at times by Albina 
Jochym and Dorothy Russell. 


The library hours continue to be Mondays from 3:00 to 5:00 and 
6:30 to 9:00 and Thursdays from 3:00 to 5:00, on the first floor of the 
Hadley Village Hall.

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REPORT OF THE PARK AND RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Hadley Park and Recreation Commission has had a busy year 
planning many programs for the town’s youth and residents. A few pro- 
grams were cancelled this year due to weather conditions and lack of 
interest among the town’s people. One major project which was a dream 
for many years finally became a reality this year. Fences were erected 
around the Huntington Little League Field. In the past, the commission 
had received complaints from townspeople about the danger of the field 
to the road. The fence now has eliminated this problem and a child can 
no longer be forced into the road. Gates have been locked during winter 
months to prevent damage or injury due to the sinking of the fields. 


The tennis court on Huntington Road has also been renovated for 
benefit of tennis players. The court was resurfaced due to excessive 
wear and continued vandalism. A fence was also erected to help prevent 
further vandalism in the future. 


Men’s Adult Basketball and Weightlifting was a great success again 
this year. The program was held in the Old Gym on Monday and Wed- 
nesday evenings. Pete Bemben ran the program from November to 
April, which had a nightly average of 22 to 30 men. 


The Annual Easter Egg Hunt was held in April. A large turnout 
of children, pre-school to the 6th grade participated. The highlight of 
the morning program featured ‘‘Carrot Top’’- the Easter Bunny. He 
gave out candy and prizes to children who participated in various events. 
Parents should also realize, if your child can not attend our egg hunt due 
to illness- “‘Carrot Top”’ is available to make special appearances. Con- 
tact one of the commissioners twenty-four hours in advance and a visit 
will be scheduled. 


The Fishing Derby was held at B & M Grove. We were pleased to 
see the turnout of children as well as parents who attended the event. 
The United Sportmen’s Association once again, donated two bonds for 
boy and girl who lured the biggest fish. 


The commission has agreed to work with the North Hadley Fire De- 
partment on the Fourth of July events by providing compensation for the 
entertainment. 


Gymnastics was again offered for eight weeks in January and Feb- 
ruary. Ms. Jane Keyes, a UMass graduate and junior high school physi- 
cal education teacher instructed the program. She was assisted by three 
high school students; Lisa Wiater, LeeAnn Wanczyk and Diane Kicza. 
An enrollment of seventy children in Grades 1-6 participated. The pro- 
gram was held for a two-hour session on Saturday mornings in the Old 
Gym. The children were taught various routines on the balance beam, 
vault and floor exercises. At the conclusion of the eight week program, 
a gymnastic exhibition was held to show parents the skills the children 
had learned. 


The Youth Basketball Program has become very popular during the 
past few years. Parents have become involved in coaching teams. Rick 
Berger, directed the program and was assisted by John Cummings. The 
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program runs on Saturday and Sunday afternoons in the Old and New 
Gyms at Hopkins Academy. The boy’s youth basketball has been divided 
into two divisions. The College Division is grades 3 & 4. The Pro Di- 
vision is grades 5 & 6. There are about 50 youths participating in this 
program. 


The Girl’s Youth Basketball program is only a few years old. Each 
year the enrollment increases. This year about twenty girls in grades 
3 - 6 participated in the Saturday morning program. High School Stu- 
dents, Elaine Klemyk and MaryAnn Kokoski taught various basketball 
skills and techniques. Last year, the commission purchased backboards 
which attach to the regulation backboards. The children can now more 
efficiently play due to the lower baskets. 


Women’s Basketball was not held this year due to lack of interest. 
A women’s fitness class for women ages 18 and up was held. The fall 
program ran for 16 weeks, one hour a week on Thursday evenings. Dee 
Winslow was the instructor for a class of about 10 women. 


Due to weather conditions, two of our programs were incomplete. 
These were skiing for high school students and a ice skating rink. 


The Summer Day Camp was directed by Rick Berger. He was as- 
sisted by five counselors and three junior counselors. The six week, 9-12 
noon program was available to children in grades kindergarten to six 
grade. Day Camp began on July 9 and ended August 17. The enrollment 
increased from eighty-five children in 1978 to the present enrollment of 
one-hundred and thirty. Counselors developed many fun and educational 
activities during the course of the morning. Daily activities included: 
baseball, soccer, arts and crafts, games and story telling. The major 
highlight of day camp was again a trip to Fenway Park. Other trips in- 
cluded, Mystic Seaport, Snow’s Animal Farm, Forest Park Kiddie Zoo, 
Look Park, Pines Theater, Fishing at the Connecticut River, Mountain 
Farms Four Theaters. A picnic was held for the children and their par- 
ents on the last day of camp. It was held at Look Park where games and 
other activities took place. 


We wish to thank all of you who contributed any of your time in 
helping to make as many activities possible for town residents. We wish 
to continue expanding our programs and are open at all times to dis- 
cuss new ideas. We meet on Wednesday evenings in the Recreation 
Office in the Old Gym from 6:30-7:30 p.m.

To the Residents of the Town of Hadley: 


Three new members of the Board of Registrars completed their first 
full year in office. Much time was spent updating and preparing the 
street list and voters lists for a computerized system. Although this 
change will not cost the town any additional funds. it will make the 
system of census taking and voter record keeping considerably easier. 


The November 1979 count of town residents over the age of three 
was 3844. Of this number, 2479 persons are registered voters: 250 regi- 
stered Republicans, 878 registered Democrats and 1,351 unaffiliated, 
independent voters. 


The procedure for taking the town-wide census has changed some- 
what with the recording of all children not only those over three. As a 
consequence of this, the recorded town population will take a sudden 
rise. 


The new registrars wish to express thanks to the cooperative citizens 
of this community and especially Town Clerk Joanna Devine and the 
Town Hall staff whose patience and knowledge made the first year of 
this board a very successful one.
